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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

The applieant(s) election with traverse of the invention of Group 1, Claims 1 through 3 in 
the reply filed on September 4, 2008 is acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that the 
claims of each group are similar, would cover the same class/subclasses, and thus can be 
adequately searched. This is not found persuasive because the applicant(s) description of the 
inventions of Groups 1 and 11 only entails the features which are similar and not the features 
which are different and distinct. The examiner has already pointed out explicitly (in the last 
Office Action) which features are unique and distinct for each group and it is these distinct 
features that would require different lines of patentability, search queries, text searches, art, and 
perhaps even different case law. All of the factors taken into consideration would place a severe 
burden on the examiner to search and examine both the inventions of Groups 1 and 11. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 4 through 6 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1 .142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking 
claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply filed on 
September 4, 2008. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Morgan 
6,737,283. 

Morgan discloses a method to form a magnetically pinned layer (in Fig. 20) comprising: 
providing a layer of antiferromagnetic material (75) having a top surface and an edge that is 
different from the top surface; and depositing a layer of magnetic material (e.g. 77, see col. 7, 
lines 1 1+), only a part which contacts both the top surface and the edge, thereby forming the 
magnetically pinned layer, only a part of which overlies the layer of antiferromagnetic material. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Morgan in view of 
Heim et al 5,465,185. 

Morgan discloses the claimed manufacturing method as relied upon above in Claim 1 , 
further including that the layer of magnetic material comprises a pair of ferromagnetic layers (77, 
81) separated by, and contacting, a coupling layer. 
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Morgan does not say whether or not the coupling layer is an antiferromagnetic coupling 

layer. 

Heim shows that it is known to form an antiferromagnetic coupling layer (73) that is 
between and in eontaet with a pair of ferromagnetic layers to effect the magnetic exchange 
coupling stretch (col. 6, lines 18+). 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention 
was made to have modified the coupling layer of Morgan by forming it as a antiferromagnetic 
coupling layer, as taught by Heim, to positively effect the magnetic exchange coupling.

The applicant(s) with respect to Claims 1 through 3, filed in the response on May 8, 2008 
have been considered, but are now moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
